under the name of the "Tribute book." 
It contains copies of every subscription 
paper known to have been gotten up in 
the northern states. Mr Tilden's name 
is not to be found in this book of 500 
pages. 


In March, 1864, s great sanitary fair 


was held in N. York. It requires twenty 
pages of the "Tribute book" to record 
the names of the contributors—several 
thousand. Stewart again gave $10,000, 
Jsmes Lenox $5,000, Morris Ketch 
urn, $5,000, etc. 
The aggregate sub- 


scriptions amounted to over $1,351,- 
000. 
Not one dollar was subscribed by 


Samuel J. Tilden, then reported to be 
worth 85,000,000. 


On April 17, 1861, 
a subscription 


paper was started in New York to aid 
in sending forward the Seventh regi- 
ment. Forty gentlemen aubacribed $100 
each. 
Mr. Tilden subscribed nothing. 


He was then estimated to be worth over 
82,000,000. 


On the 22d of April, 1861, tbe "Un- 


ion defense fund" was started. Astor 
gave 810,000, Stewart 810,000, J. G. 
Bennett $3,000, Mr. Belmont gave 
81,000, and four other gentlemen gave 
large sums. Mr. TildeD, though weal, 
thy, gave nothing. 


About the same time the Rar of New 


York called a meeting and raised a 
separate war fund. Mr. Tilden, though 
he IB now called an eminent lawyer, and 
was then the wealthiest lawyer in New 
York city, did not attend the ^meeting 
or subscribe anything for its purpos-
